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Highest Ever Number of Students Make 
Laurentian University their First Choice

According to recently 
released numbers by the Ontario 
Universities' Application Centre, the 
highest ever number of secondary 
students have made Laurentian 
University their first choice. No less 
than 1 ,778 students made LU their 
first choice compared to 882 last 
year, an increase of 101.6%. Only 
one other university in Ontario, 
Nipissing with a hike of 128%, has 
surpassed Laurentian in terms of 
growth of first-year applicants. 

Laurentian President Dr. 
Judith Woodsworth is thrilled by 
these preliminary numbers. 
"Students from across Ontario are 
discovering the province's best kept 
secret. They are making us their first 



choice due to the quality and 
diversity of our programs, the beauty 
of the region, and the quality of 
services offered to students. Our 
class size, which enable students to 
be taught in small groups while 
having access to excellent professors 
is an important draw." 

This same upward trend, 
which is also noted among applicants 
who made the institution their 
second or third choice, augurs well 
for 

Laurentian University who should 
benefit from a sizeable increase in 
first-year enrolment during the 2003- 
2004 academic year. 

The numbers collected by 
the Ontario Universities' Application 
Centre indicate that a greater number 



of secondary school students have 
applied to pursue their studies at the 
university level at Laurentian. As of 
January 15, the number of students 
choosing Laurentian University as 
their first university choice increased 
by 101.6% from last year, while 
those marking Laurentian as their 
second choice increased by 80.7% 
(1,8 16 from 1,005), and third choice 
applicants increased by 64.8% 
(1,884 from 1,143). Total number of 
applications to the institution are up 
by 126.5% (8,998 from 3,972). 

These numbers are well 
above the provincial average as 
applications from secondary schools 
across the province for the 2003- 
2004 academic year has increased by 
84.3% compared with 2002-2003.

The main project objectives 
for "Votre santE 'en ligne' de 
compte" (Considering your Health 
Online) are to incorporate IT into a 
university education for 
professionals, to reach nurses in their 
respective communities and 
workplaces and to train users who 
are proficient in information 
technology. The ultimate goal is to 
lay the groundwork for further 
electronic communication between 
French-language healthcare 
professionals. 

Currently, Laurentian 
University's distance education 
program in nursing relies mainly on 
print material and audio 
conferencing technology. By using 



interactive technology and the 
Internet, the proposed project will 
make learning tools and activities 
more accessible and flexible, all the 
while procuring training in cardiac 
care nursing. 

This project is part of an 
effort to pool educational resources 
and tools for members of the national 
consortium for healthcare education 
which includes- Laurentian 
University, University of Ottawa, 
UniversitE de Moncton, UniversitE 
Ste-Anne, FacultE St- Jean, CollEge 
universitaire de Saint-Boniface and 
the Centre national de formation en 
santE (CNFS).

He has served on various 
boards such as the Regroupement 
des universitEs de la francophonie 
canadienne hors QuEbec, the 
Council of Nova Scotia University 
Presidents, the Association of 
Atlantic Universities, and the 
Atlantic Provinces Economic 
Council. 

Dr. d'Entremont holds a B A 
in political science from St. Mary's 
University, a MPA from Dalhousie 
University, and a PhD in political 
science from the University of 



Western Ontario. 

In 1992, Dr. d'Entremont 
was awarded the 125th Anniversary 
of the Confederation of Canada 
Medal. In 2002, he was named 
Chevalier de I'Ordre des palmes 
acadEmiques by the French 
government in recognition of his 
outstanding contributions to the 
promotion of French-Canadian 
issues.

Laurentian University B£d. Program Receives 
Important Approval 

Laurentian University is pleased to announce that the proposed 
Bachelor of Education Program in English was approved by the 
institution's Senate on January 21, 2003. With this approval, this 
proposed program now requires the accreditation from the Ontario 
College of Teachers, which is planning to consider the program for 
initial accreditation as early as Spring 2003. The Laurentian hopes to 
be able to offer this program by September 2003. 

The University's Bachelor of Education Program (B.Ed.) is a 
four or five year program taken concurrently with an undergraduate 
degree. The B.Ed, will have the following areas of focus: Ewnglish, 
history, geography. Native studies, biology, chemistry, mathematics, 
computer science, and human kinetics. It will begin with the primary- 
junior and junior-intermediate divisions. 

"Laurentian's B .Ed. program will provide an education degree 
to a large number of well-qualified students from Northeastern Ontario 
and beyond," declared Dr. Judith Woodsworth, Laurentian University 
President. "There is presently a large demand for teachers across the 
province of Ontario and the demand is expected to continue in the 
foreseeable future due to the large number of teachers about to retire." 

This new English-language program will complement LU's 
existing French-language B.Ed, program. The presence of two strong 
B.Ed. Programs in both of Canada's official languages reaffirms the 
University's bilingual mandate and commitment to Northern Ontario. 
It also strengthens Laurentian's presence as one of the country's two 
bilingual universities. 

It is expected that about 200 students will be admitted to 
Laurentian's B.Ed, program in September 2003. Since existing schools 
of education in Ontario do not have the capacity to admit all qualified 
students required over the next 15 years, this program is expected to 
become one of Laurentian key academic offerings. 

Laurentian Student Wins Provincial Award

Perception is a funny thing. 
Everyone sees things in a different 
way, but they all think that the way 
they see it is the be-all , end-all of the 
discussion. But how does anyone 
know that their perception of 
something is right when they only 
base their argument on the fact that 
their way of seeing said thing is right 
because they think so? The only way 
you can get the exact meaning of 
something is to go directly to the 
source. 

Everyone seems to be in an 
uproar by something printed in 
Lambda last week. Everyone 
jumped to conclusions and I have 
heard everyone's arguments and 
complaints, and even a few that 
weren't said directly to me, and the 
funny thing is although everyone has 
an opinion on this, they all have no 
idea what the hell they are talking 
about. 

This leads back to so many 
of my English classes and the 
discussion of novels, short stories 
and poems. Professors sit there for 
hours with students tearing apart 
pieces of writing trying to find the 
most definitive explanation for what 
the writer wrote. Different people 
always see things differently, and 
sometimes the professors will even 
tell us that we didn't properly 
understand it. But how does the 
professor know when they didn't 
write it either? They're there to help 
us learn, but what if they got the 
meaning wrong as well? 

The one thing I love about 
fiction is it can be anything. Properly 
written fiction can take readers to a 
different place, but if it is written 
properly it will bring up not only 
visuals within the reader's head, but 
it will also make their memory react. 



connecting things from their own 
lives to lend more validity and reality 
to the piece of work. Who hasn't 
read a novel and not imagined 
themselves as the lead character? If 
you haven't, then either your 
imagination is on pause, or the writer 
didn't do his or her job. 

In order to visualize 
something from a book that isn't 
explained right down to the last 
detail, everyone fills in the holes with 
their own memories. Of course these 
memories can bring more emotion 
and validity to the story, but they can 
also skew the reality of the writing. 
If the piece of writing is about, let's 
say a bar, you are going to imagine a 
bar that is closest to you, or one that 
you visit most often . But what if the 
writer never intended you to imagine 
that specific bar? What if the writing 
was general so that there was no 
connection to any reality? What if 
the writer just wanted to tell a story, 
and it was up to the readers to fill in 
the blanks as it was the story that 
most important and not the setting? 
It's not that hard to do. But what 
about the other side of the coin? 

The other side of the coin 
is that a writer can be intentionally 
general, knowing that the readers 
will make connections that are not 
really there. Writing in this fashion 
is a tricky thing as you can not only 
force people to read what you want, 
but you can actually twist things and 
allude to things that are somewhat 
general , but make everyone sure that 
you are talking about something 
specific. 

A lot of people were 
complaining that the story written in 
Lambda was about them. However, 
there were no names and no specific 
incidents were talked about. It was 



simply a story about a guy who hated 
his job and wanted out. The story 
just seemed more real then it actually 
was due to the fact that the 
background information was filled in 
not by imagination, but by 
experience. Fiction is fiction, but it 
can still be based on reality and 
experiences, yet still stay completely 
fictional in the writer's mind. 

If you have ever read the 
works of Pat Conroy (and I suggest 
you should), you will be reading 
fictional stories that are based on the 
experiences of his family and 
friends. The Great Santini, The 
Lords of Discipline, Beach Music, 
The Prince of Tides are all fiction, 
but those close to Pat Conroy see 
themselves in the characters and see 
things that happened to them and 
others around them in the novels. 
Does this make his books less than 
fiction, or on another hand, more 
than fiction? Some may say yes, but 
to the writer it is exactly what he 
states it is: fiction. 

You cannot write fiction 
without using your own memories to 
help you out. When you write about 
people and places, you have to be 
able to picture them to write about 
them properly. Even if the person 
or place is fictional, there is some 
connection to something real and 
tangible most of the time. 
Sometimes it is something small, but 
sometimes it is obvious. But the true 
connection and the degree that it 
connects to reality can only be 
known by one person: the writer. 

So, now for the short story 
in Lambda last week. How much of 
it was reality? That's up to you to 
decide. The beginning of the story 
does say "a work of fiction" and 
there are no actual points where the 



story states who anyone is or where 
they are. It was written to be a look 
inside the head of a fictional 
character. Experience and reality 
helped to make the glimpse inside 
even more real to the readers, and 
to make them think about things, 
but was it real? 

My only answer to this is 
that everyone out there has finally 
let me know that I can write. I want 
to write and I want my writing to 
affect people. I want my writing to 
be remembered and not forgotten. 
If anything I write in the future 
conjures up as much emotion and 
hostility in my readers, then I have 
done my job. If everyone looks at 
anything I write the way they did 
this last piece, using their 
imagination to fill in the gaps left 
there, intentionally or 

unintentionally, and making the 
story real to them, then I have 
written it the way I wanted. 

If I can make sure my 
writing gets an emotional response 
out of every reader the way I did 
last week, good or bad, then I know 
that I have written something that 
has made someone sit up and think 
about, or remember something 
emotionally close to them, then I 
know I've got it. I know that the 
words I write will be able to move 
people and actually create emotion. 
The more everyone commented, the 
more certain people got pissed off, 
and the more they told others to read 
it just to see what their reactions 
would be, you have all told me one 
thing: my writing can and will make 
a difference. Thanks...

The articles in Lambda of 
late have also been pretty wild, filled 
with half truths and lies, as well as 
completely incoherent lines of 
reasoning. In particular, Chris Bowes 
wrote an article for last week's 
Lambda in which he tried to equate 
the war on terror with some form of 
racism. The article had a few lines 
which were absolute gems. One of 
my personal favorites was "As long 
as we allow ourselves to subscribe 
to the notion that the 'forces of evil' 
are plotting against us'...". Gee, 
Chris, four airplanes were hijacked, 
by a group of people working 
together, and then flown into three 
separate buildings, while a fourth 
location was spared only because of 
the courage of those onboard the 
flight. I don't know about you, but 
that , combined with Osama's 
messages, I'm pretty much willing 
to concede that there are forces, of 
an evil nature as indicated by their 
willingness to fly airplanes into 
buildings, working against us. Not 
to mention terrorist attacks on the 
USS Cole, and the recent attack in 
Bali. What else are you looking for? 
Osama sending out a message on 
"Forces of Evil" stationary? 

Another theme in Bowes' 
article is that this war is being fought 
against Sikhs, Hindus, Islam etc etc. 
In spite of what the Left would have 
us believe, this is simply not true. 
George Bush has made it abundantly 
clear, on numerous occasions that 
this is not a war against Islam. He 
has made statements condemning 
remarks made against Islam by such 
high profile supporters of the 
Republican Party as Pat Robertson 



and Jerry Falwell , people considered 
leaders by many Republican voters. 
He has made it explicitly clear that 
he believes, as do the vast majority 
of Americans, that Islam is a religion 
of peace, and that those taking these 
actions against the United States are 
perverting the religion and the 
teachings of Muhammed. 

Bowes also cleverly notes 
the irony of laws being passed that 
impede on some freedoms, while we 
are being told that this is a war about 
preserving freedom. I wonder if 
Chris thinks he could write an article 
critical of Iraqi government policy 
if he lived in Iraq. While I generally 
consider myself to be a civil 
libertarian, the fact is that America 
is still one of the freest societies in 
the world, despite the small changes 
that the government has made to 
their laws. Let me know when Iraq 
has a free election, freedom of 
religion and freedom of speech .Until 
then, the vast majority of these 
arguments ring untrue. 

For too long, the West has 
believed that despotic, violent 
governments in other parts of the 
world were not our problem, that we 
had no need to deal with them, as 
they were not directly affecting us. 
What we should have learned from 
9/11 is that we as the West cannot 
ignore these governments, and that 
we must be vigilant against those 
who would give sanctuary to 
terrorists. Saddam Hussein is a 
perfect example. I have a hard time 
following the logic of the left on this 
issue. The National Post printed an 
article a few months ago written by 
someone who escaped Iraq, and she 
talked about the horrors she had 
seen, including towns being gassed, 
and people being forced to drink 
gasoline and then shot. Does anyone 
have any doubt that if Saddam were 
left as he is, and if he developed 
nuclear weapons, that he would 
gladly hand them over to anyone 
who said that they could smuggle 
and detonate one in the USA? Why 
does the USA have to stand for this 
and why should they allow a leader 
who poses a clear and present danger 
to them, as well as to the people in 
his own country to exist? Hussein is 
known to have used chemical 
weapons against his own people; 
would he hesitate to hand them over 
to Al Quaeda to use in or against 
America, a country which depends 
on free open borders for its strong 



economy? The world, and the Iraqi 
people will be better off once he is 
gone. Those arguing that Iraq would 
be hurt more by war than by 
continued governance from Hussein 
are simply kidding themselves. Bill 
Blaikie. currently running for the 
leadership of the NDP, claims that 
George Bush spends most of his time 
dreaming up ways to kill Iraqi 
children. I often wonder whether or 
not these same people would have 
been arguing that the Germans were 
better off under Hitler, and the rest 
of us should just live with the risk of 
having him in power. 

As for Canada waiting for 
UN approval before becoming 
involved with any American military 
activity, this too is a ridiculous 
notion. The UN has many more 
violent dictatorships than it does 
liberal democracies. At present, the 
Security Council includes such 
countries as Syria (run by a dictator, 
the country is a known supporter of 
terrorists), China (communist 
dictatorship), and Angola (still 
recovering from a 25 year civil war). 
Why should these countries have a 
say in what the United States and the 
rest of the western world can do to 
preserve our safety and way of life? 
Their interests and realities are so 
different from our own that it is to 
be expected that they will want to 
serve their own interests, and do not 
care if those of the United States, 
Canada and the rest of the world are 
threatened. Canada was one of the 
countries named by Bin Laden, it is 
essential that we act to deny the 
terrorists the opportunity to do here 
what they did in America. If that 
involves toppling Saddam Hussein 
than so be it. 

America has been a beacon 
for the world for more than 200 
years. American ideals of democracy 
and equality have been fought and 
died for, and many have striven to 
ensure that those ideals would be 
reflected in their own countries. 
America has done great things in the 
past; the Marshall Plan is an 
excellent example-look at the people 
of Germany and Japan, they were far 
better off for having had their 
governments removed by America 
and its allies. If Canada were under 
attack we would look to America to 
stand by and defend us; it is only fair 
and honorable that we stand with 
them now.

Sunday January 26, 2003 

I'm really excited by 
George Bush's latest reason for 
bombing Iraq: He's running out of 
patience... And so am I! 

For some time now I've 
been really pissed off with Mr. 
Johnson , who lives a couple of doors 
down the street. Well, him and Mr. 
Patel , who runs the health food shop. 
They both give me queer looks, and 
I'm sure Mr. Johnson is planning 
something nasty for me, but so far I 
haven't been able to discover what. 
I've been round to his place a few 
times to see what he's up to, but he's 
got everything well hidden. That's 
how devious he is. 

As for Mr. Patel, don't ask 
me how I know, I just know - from 
very good sources - that he is, in 
reality, a Mass Murderer. I have 
leafleted the street telling them that 
if we don't act first, he'll pick us off 
one by one . Some of my neighbours 
say, if I've got proof, why don't I go 
to the police?

SYDNEY - Gas masks for the grand- 
children, a nuclear, biological, 
chemical warfare tent for a racehorse, 
protective gear for a convent of 
Sydney nuns? 

DBusiness is booming for 
Australian providers of nuclear, bio- 
logical and chemical (NBC) warfare 
kits as the United States gears up for 
a possible attack on Iraq. 

From zero sales before the 
Sept. 11 , 2001 , attacks on the United 
States, online vendor Duram Prod- 
ucts Australia can now rack up sales 
topping A$500,000 ($305,000) in a 
48-hour period from gas masks and 
NBC suits. 

"A grandma buying for all 
the grandchildren, or a woman who 
buys for herself and a little tent for 
the kid, or a couple who wanted a 
capsule for a baby who hadn't been 
born yet," Duram's Israeli-born 
owner Gila Davidson said, listing 
examples of orders for its products , 
which are made in Israel kibbutzim. 

Most clients of Duram, 
whose main business is providing 



protective gear to the mining indus- 
try, are ordinary Australians looking 
for protection they hope they will 
never have to use, or who are travel- 
ing abroad. 

A suit for protection against 
a nuclear, biological or chemical at- 
tack would set you back about A$ 1 00 
($60), while a gas mask would cost 
upwards of A$200. 

Some have more specific 
requests. 

A client of Duram in Dubai 
ordered a NBC tent to protect a race- 
horse. A racehorse owner in Austra- 
lia has asked for a quote for a similar 
tent. 

A Canberra woman bought 
a small tent for her cat and a convent 
in Sydney bought a load of gas masks 
for its nuns. 

"My shop is a Web site. I 
work from home. My house is a 
chaos, but it's OK. I'm not complain- 
ing," said Davidson, a former corpo- 
ral in the Israel navy. 

The nuns, seeking to en- 
hance their faith with a little man- 
made protection, declined to be iden- 
tified or interviewed, she said. 



NO MORE WAY DOWN UNDER 

Once sheltered from world 
events by a sense of geographical iso- 
lation, many Australians now feel 
thrust into the frontlines of the U.S.- 
led campaign against Islamic funda- 
mentalists by their government's 
staunch support of Washington since 
Sept. 11. 

The Oct. 1 2 bombings in the 
Indonesian resort of Bali, in which 
89 Australians died, a government 
booklet on being "alert but not 
alarmed" and Prime Minister John 
Howard's unflinching backing of a 
U.S. strike threat on Iraq have rein- 
forced those fears. 

"Australia is a potential tar- 
get," insisted Sydney information- 
technology engineer Peter Lau, who 
has just bought 10 gas masks and 
NBC suits for himself and his rela- 
tives. 

"I decided to do this after 
Australia became involved (in the 
potential war on Iraq). It's just for in- 
surance," he told Reuters. 

Officials say the risk of a ra- 
diological, chemical or biological 



attack on Australia is remote. 

Nevertheless, authorities 
have increased their preparations for 
a possible attack, doubling the army's 
rapid response capabilities, boosting 
the states' SWAT-type teams and buy- 
ing up smallpox vaccine. 

Roger Buckle, managing 
director of NEANN, which provides 
70 percent of prehospital emergency 
kits sold to ambulance and fire ser- 
vices nationwide, said emergency 
services were noticeably switching 
their preparations toward mass-casu- 
alty situations. 

But no one seemed to be 
going "over the top," he said. 

Melbourne military-cloth- 
ing retailer Platypus Outdoors said 
some ordinary folk appeared less 
calm. 

"We're getting a lot more 
silly questions," said the shop man- 
ager, who identified himself as Sam. 

"We tell people save your 
money. Don't buy a gas mask. Buy a 
bottle of Scotch and find a route out. 
How will a gas mask stop a plane 
from plowing into the side of a build- 
ing?

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Many Underestimate Partner's 
Past Sex History 




You Want Us... You Know You Do! ! !

New research shows that 
people tend to underestimate their 
partner's sexual experience and 
overestimate how well a long-term 
relationship protects them from 
sexually transmitted diseases. 

Interviews with 300 steady, 
heterosexual couples reveal that men 
and women tend to believe their 
partners have had sex with fewer 
people in the past, and are often not 
aware if their partners have had sex 
with someone else while in their 
current relationship. 

Furthermore, people also 
tended to "dramatically" 
underestimate their partners' other 
risk factors for sex-related diseases, 
study author Dr. M. Lynne Cooper 
of the University of Missouri- 
Columbia told Reuters Health. 

For example, people often 
did not have accurate ideas about 
their partners' previous experiences, 
such as whether they had one-night 
stands, sex with a person they had 
met that day, sex with a prostitute, 
or sex in exchange for money or 
drugs. 

"There is this fallacy that 
just because you're in an intimate 
relationship you're safe," Cooper 
said. 

"Those kinds of rules of 
thimib can sometimes be right, and 



sometimes be wrong, occasionally 
with really disastrous 

consequences," she noted. 

Consequently, the best way 
to protect yourself from sexually 
transmitted diseases, even with a 
long-term partner, may involve more 
than simply trusting your instincts. 
Cooper added. "The safest thing to 
do is to use a condom," she said. 

During the study, which 
was conducted at the State 
University of New York in Buffalo, 
the researchers separately 
interviewed each member of 300 
couples about their own sexual risk 
factors and how at risk they believed 
their partner to be of disease. 

Cooper and her colleagues 
reported their findings during the 
recent conference of the Society for 
Personality and Social Psychology in 
Los Angeles, California. 

Cooper and her team 
discovered that while men said they 
had had an average of 10.4 previous 
sex partners, women said they 
believed men had had an average of 
8.5 former partners! 

Women themselves 

reported having an average of 6.3 
previous sexual partners; men said 
they believed women had had an 
average of 5.3. 

In addition, 63 women and 
82 men said they had had sex with 
another person within the past six 



months, and most of the couples 
included in the current study had 
been together for longer than six 
months. Fifty-five percent of the 
partners of the people admitting to 
affairs did not know the outside 
relationships had taken place. 
Cooper said. 

In terms of what 
information people use to base their 
perceptions of their partners' sexual 
risk factors, Cooper and her 
colleagues found that people, not 
surprisingly, rely on what their 
partners have explicitly told them. 

However, the report also 
revealed that different people have 
different risk perceptions based on 
their personalities, and on the quality 
of their current relationship. 

For instance. Cooper said 
that people who say they place a 
significant importance on their 
relationships and who say they tend 
lo instinctively trust other people are 
more likely than others to 
underestimate their partners' sexual 
risk factors . 

In addition, people who 
said they were satisfied with their 
current relationship and believed 
their current partner was trustworthy 
were also more likely to 
underestimate how much their 
partner was putting them at risk of 
diseases linked to sexual activity. 
Cooper noted. 



Eating Breakfast May Stave Off 
Obesity, Diabetes

The next time you're 
starting the day on an empty 
stomach, consider this: a new study 
suggests that people who eat 
breakfast daily may be less likely to 
succumb to obesity and diabetes. 

The study was presented 
Thursday at the American Heart 
Association's 43rd Annual 
Conference on Cardiovascular 
Disease Epidemiology and 
Prevention. 

"In comparison to those 
who reported eating breakfast twice 
per week or less often, those 
reporting eating breakfast every day 
had 35 percent to 50 percent lower 
rates of developing obesity and 
insulin resistance syndrome," 
researcher Dr. Mark A. Pereira told 
Reuters Health. 

Insulin resistance is a loss 
of sensitivity to insulin, the key 
blood-sugar-regulating hormone. 
This loss of sensitivity is often a 
precursor to diabetes. 

"This was true for white 
men and women , and black men , but 
not black women," he added. 

Breakfast may reduce the 
risk of obesity, type 2 diabetes and 
cardiovascular disease by controlling 
appetite and thus reducing the 
likelihood of overeating later in the 
day, explained the investigator. 

"There were 2,681 young

adults included in the study, and they 
were followed for eight years," said 
Pereira, who is a research associate 
at Children's Hospital and assistant 
professor at Harvard Medical School 
in Boston. The participants, who 
were between 25 and 37 years old, 
were followed for a variety of health 
outcomes including insulin 
resistance and obesity. 

"In addition to breakfast 
frequency, the quality of breakfast 
also appears to be important," noted 
Pereira. "For example, whole grain 
breakfast cereals were associated 
with a reduction in risk, whereas 
refined grain breakfast cereals were 
not." 

Only cereals that list a 
whole grain or bran first in the 
ingredient list or those that contain 



a whole grain and have at least 2 
grams of fiber per serving are 
considered to be whole grain cereal, 
according to a statement from the 
American Heart Association. 

"The study contributes to 
the knowledge of the role of dietary 
patterns and risk of obesity and 
related health outcomes," concluded 
Pereira, who added that "there are 
very few, if any, longitudinal studies 
on breakfast frequency, breakfast 
quality, and health outcomes." 

The study was funded by 
the Charles H. Hood Foundation, 
which Pereira said -was "a 
philanthropic organization with no 
ties to industry." The study was also 
funded by the National Heart, Lung, 
and Blood Institute at the National 
Institutes of Health. 



Test Your 

Physical Fitness 

Level 

For the second year in a row, 3rd year Laurentian University 
human kinetics students are offering a physical fitness testing clinic. 
Until April 1 1 , the public can benefit from their expertise. 

This physical evaluation service is offered by Laurentian 
students currently taking the Exercise Program II course where they 
studied the effects of exercises on the cardiovascular and muscular 
systems. They are now able to apply this knowledge and assess the 
various considerations of physical fitness. By offering this service, the 
students will receive the training required lo recommend a physical 
activity program to those people tested. 

During the fitness testing sessions, students will measure the 
body composition, which includes the percentage of body fat. This 
calculation is done by using skinfold measurements and by underwater 
weighing. 

It will also be possible to determine aerobic power through 
the V02 max test, which calculates the effectiveness of the oxygen 
transport by the cardiovascular system and the oxygen utilization by 
the muscle. There are various types of tests such as the maximum and 
sub-maximum procedures, which are taken on a treadmill , an ergocycle 
or on stairs. 

As well, the students will calculate the anaerobic power and 
capacity by measuring short and intense efforts. This measurement 
will require vertical jump and short sprints on stairs and/or on the 
ergocycle. Measurements of muscular strength, endurance and 
flexibility will also be taken. 

Testing, which is available to everyone, will be available on 
Mondays and Tuesdays, from 5 to 7 p.m., and on Wednesdays, from 
5:30 to 7:30 p.m. Each test, which takes at least 30 minutes, costs $2.

For every two steps that the 
WWE takes in the right direction, 
they seem to take one step 
backwards. I don't know what it is. 
My guess is that somewhere in the 
head offices, there's someone who's 
afraid of change. Ican't see it being 
Vince, as he is the man who changed 
the world of professional wresthng, 
but maybe he's so set in his ways that 
he can't stand the idea of things that 
are new and different. 

I few years ago I was 
shocked when the WWF decided that 
the main event at Wrestlemania was 
going to be a rematch between The 
Rock and Steve Austin. Putting my 
feelings aside for the two, I was still 
extremely mad at the fact that the 
WWF was going to promote, bank 
on, and actually give the fans a repeat 
match from a past Wrestlemania. 

If you think back, or look 
at your Wrestlemania Box Set, you 
will see that it wasn't until 
Wrestlemania 17 that the WWF 
decided that they had to use the same 
main event match for a second time. 
With all the talent and workers in the 
business, the WWF was scared to 
keep one of their main event players 
out of the top spot. 1 know most of 
the roster will never actually reach 
main event status, and most will 
never... eeeeeeever be in the main 
event at Wrestlemania, but with the 
proper • build-up, almost any 
contender could be put over as the 
best for the main event. 

Look back at Wrestlemania 
2 when King Kong Bundy was all 
of a sudden a human wrecking 
machine going up against Hulk 
Hogan. Randy Savage, Sgt. 
Slaughter, The Ultimate Warrior, 
Bret Hart, Shawn Michaels, Mick 
Foley, The Big Show and so many 
others got their first, and sometimes 
only chance at the main event at 
Wrestlemania. The thing about these 
pushes at the biggest show of them 
all is it almost always has a positive 
impact on the career of the 
contender, win or lose. 

So what do we have this 
year? Quite possibly four main event 
caliber match-ups, three of which are 
something new and exciting for the 
fans to see, and one match, brought 
back for the third time. Why? The 
WWE seems to be heading in the 
right direction with new characters, 
new feuds and some great television, 
but they still thiiik we want to see 
The Rock and Steve Austin again 
and again. Does anyone remember 
how stale the whole HHH/Rock feud 
got when they main-evented five 
pay-per-views in a row against each 
other? Exactly..; it was overkill. 

I'm just as excited for this 
Wrestlemania already as 1 was to go 
to X-8 last year, and almost as 
excited as I was when I went to 
Wrestlemania 3, due to the quality 
of the matches already. Just look at 
the interesting match-ups that have 
come to the surface: 

Brock Lesnar vs. Kurt Angle 
This is the match of the century. 
These are the two 'Green Monsters' 
that the WWE pushed the hell out of 
early on and they have both risen to 
the top and proven themselves 



worthy. Both are phenomenal 
athletes and they are two of the best 
pure wrestlers around. Olympic 
Champion vs. NCAA Champion for 
the WWE Championship... there is 
no better build-up for a match. These 
guys are technical monsters who can 
destroy and entertain at the same 
time. This had better be the Main 
Event match at the end. no question 
about it. 

Triple H vs. Booker T 

Finally a good contender 
who can make Triple H step it up a 
notch and make a match interesting. 
Booker T held the WCW together 
during his title reign and Triple H 
brought the WWF back to it's feet 
when many of the usual main 
eventers were out with injuries or in 
Hollywood. Booker overcame the 
WCW curse and actually made a 
name for himself in the WWF when 
the odds were against him , and Triple 
H overcame a career-ending injury 
to return bigger and stronger than 
ever. This match is exactly what the 
RAW roster is all about... bigger 
better wrestlers proving there are the 
top dogs. 

The other thing about this 
match that makes it interesting is that 
the belt that is around the waist of 
Triple H is Booker T's belt. Booker 
T is the last official WCW champion, 
and the belt was made into a joke 
when introduced into the WWF. 
Now that Triple H has it, he is going 
to have to prove his worth to hold 
that belt. The belt was given to him, 
and he has held it (except for HBK's 
small reign a few months back) ever 
since it was taken out of a briefcase 
and handed to him. I love Triple H, 
but this is the time that he'll have to 
step up and prove himself. The best 
of WCW vs. The best of WWE for 
the oldest belt in the game. The 
Game vs. The Player... I can't wait 
to see it. 

Shawn Michaels vs. Chris Jericho 

This is one of the matches 
on my 'Dream Match" list that I 
thought I would never get to see. To 
me this is just as big, or even bigger 
than Rock vs. Hogan. HBK and Y2J 
have both overcome the odds to 
jump from midcard level to the main 
event and both have proven to be two 
of the best. They rule on the mic, 
the tear it up in the ring and they will 
always be remembered as two of the 
greatest. The Heartbreak Kid vs. The 
King of the World... I want to see this 
match now! I hope they kick off 
Wrestlemania with this match. Go 
strong right out of the gates and give 
us what we want! 

And then there was the other match... 

Stone Cold Steve Austin vs. The 
Rock 

So what the hell is new 
about this match. Once again The 
Rock is the heel. Once again Steve 
Austin has the crowd behind his 
sorry ass. And once again the crowd 
is supposed to think that this will be 
the best match ever. Really? I've 
seen better matches on RAW and 
SMACKDOWN this past year that 
make the first two Austin/Rock 
matches at Mania easily forgettable.

Is it just to make 
sure he'll grace us with his presence 
in another year or so after making 
The Scorpion King 17?

He 
wants to be an actor and wrestling is 
a side business for him. Last year's 
match at Wrestlemania was 
legendary, but it was the beginning 
of his new career for the WWE... a 
ratings bitch! The Rock will now 
and forever be used as a ratings bitch 
to bring in the fans, that for some 
strange reason, still want to see him 
wrestle. 

There are two sides to this. 
The Rock thinks he is so big that he 
won't job to the midcard guys, so he 
expects main event matches against 
top performers.

Like I have said before, so 
many people deserve a push, but 
when the WWE keeps catering to 
only a few, the fans are robbed of 
something that they don't see too 
often these days... something new. 
There were great wrestlers, matches 
and main events at Wrestlemania 
long before The Rock.and there will 
be great ones long after he finally 



leaves. 

And as for Stone Cold 
Steve Austin. What's the matter? If 
the WWE didn't offer you a high 
profile match-up at Wrestlemania 
you wouldn't come back? I'll bet 
that part of his contract states that if 
he isn't in the main event at 
Wrestlemania against someone huge, 
then he walks out again and takes it 
out on the first female he sees (I 
know... cheap shot, but so was the 
one he gave Debra). 

I would have to say that 
Stone Cold is the one who is afraid 
of something new.

The challenger 
always brings his 'A' game to make 
sure they prove they are worthy of 
the top spot, and the Main Evenler 
always steps it up even more to make 
sure he isn't shown up by the 'new 
guy.' This is what we will see with

HHH and 
HBK will wrestle to keep their status 
while Jericho and Booker will 
wrestle to solidify their spots. 

Another thing I thought I 
would bring up is the match between 
Booker T and The Rock next week. 
Why is the WWE already punking 
out Booker? I can't see them 
allowing him to actually pin The 
Rock, and by way of the storyline, 
The Rock can choose his opponent 
at Wrestlemania if he wins. So of 
course Rock will win, but he will 
choose Austin instead of Triple H 
because he needs to beat Austin at 
Wrestlemania to appease his ego. 
This is a great storyline except that 
they are going to be taking away 
from Booker's momentum. 

Booker has been winning 
every match he has on RAW and 
deserves the shot. He took on Batista 
and Orton by himself (thank God he 
never tagged Steiner), and he beat 
Steiner pretty easily, proving that he 
can hang with the big guys. So for 
the next few weeks they should have 
him taking on all comers, but if he 
fights and loses to The Rock, then 
he, and the match with Triple H, are 
knocked down to a midcard level. 
He needs to be on a roll going in or 
the fans may lose interest. 

There are so many 
possibilities for great matches at this 
year's Wrestlemania and I really 
think the weak link in the card will 
be the Rock/Austin match. Sure, 
there will be those 'marks' in the 
crowd who think this is the best 
match ever and they would pay to 
see it again and again, but when this 
match starts up, just like the Austin 
match at last year's Wrestlemania. 
I'll be off doing something much 
more important... making room for 
a few more beers in my iron 
Canadian bladder. 

But that's just my twisted point of 

view...
